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Elba begins $2.3 million sewer project

The Elba City Council wasted no 


time in taking care of the city’s busi 
ness Monday night during their reg 
ular meeting as they were in and out 
in less than thirty minutes. 

In a. matter of unfinished busi- 
ness, the council reconsidered the 
request of Jackie Hodge to lease 
some property at the old school for 
a horse arena. The council had 
tabled this issue at its last meeting. 

Mayor James Grimes told council 
members that he had thought about 
this request since the last meeting, 
and he did not think this property 


would be the best place for a horse ~ 


arena at this time. 
“There are a couple of businesses 
looking at moving into the old 


school and one into the old gym,” 
Grimes said. “With this in mind, it 
is my recommendation that we not 
lease this property to Mr. Hodge.” 

Following a hint of hesitation 
from the council, the city clerk, Don 
Morrow, said he had spoken with 
Hodge earlier in the day, and he had 
no problem with the council choos- 
ing not to lease the land. 

After hearing that Hodge would 
not be offended by a denial of his 
earlier request, a motion was made 
to not lease the land and all voted in 
favor of not leasing the land to 
Hodge for a horse arena. 

In matters of new business, coun- 
cil members entertained bids which 
had been made on two houses in the 
FEMA buyout program. 

A $100 bid was the only one 


Safety must come first in celebrating

On Sunday, America will cele- 


brate its 223rd birthday, and many 
people will fittingly enjoy the birth- 
day celebration with cookouts and 
fireworks. 

And, during this time of excite- 
ment and fun, it is important to 
remember that safety must come 
first. With this in mind, Elba Fire 
Chief Lloyd Driggers offers some 
helpful hints in assuring this 4th of 
July wil indeed be a safe and happy 
one. 

“You can have lots of fun with 
fireworks, but if you're are not safe, 
you will be sorry,” Driggers said. 
“This is the same advice I give to 
my firemen about responding to 
fires and is true for most things 
because you can either be safe or be 
sorry.” 

Driggers said before lighting fire- 
works, the user should read all safe- 
ty labels because those hazard 
labels are required by the federal

government to ensure the safety of 
the user. Also, he said never pick up 
fireworks that have been lit but did 
not go off. Although one appears to 
be a dud, it could still explode and 
result in serious injury if being held 
at that time. 

To avoid situations which could 
get out of control, Driggers said it is 
important to shoot fireworks in well 
cleared areas which are free of trees 
and brush. 

“You can also loose control of 
fireworks if you shoot them in 
windy condition,” he added. 

Also, it is recommended not to 
light whole packs of fireworks at 
one time because they will scatter 
and could create a situation that is 
beyond control. 

Even sparklers, which are consid- 
ered to be some of the least danger- 
ous fireworks, can become extreme- 
ly dangerous or even deadly if tied

The Coffee County Commission 
held a near record setting meeting 
on Monday with its bi-monthly 
meeting lasting less than thirty min- 
utes. 

After completing the house keep- 
ing chores - approval of minutes, 
etc., Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis, since there was no old or new 
business on the agenda, immediately 
recognized the County Engineer, 
Randy Tindell. 

Tindell surprised everyone having 
only one item which required formal 
action by the commission. 

He reminded the members of the 
commission of the state furnished 
computer in his office that allows 
his department to encode bridge 
inspections. Tindell noted that it was 
several years old, and he had been 
advised by the state that they were in 
the process of updating their com- 
puters. This action requires the com- 
mission lo Sign an aprecinent 1OF ile 
use of that computer. 

The commissioners unanimously 
passed a resolution allowing the 
chairman to enter into an agreement 
with the state for them to up-date 
and continue providing the comput- 
er to the county highway depart- 
ment. This service is provided at no 
cost to the county. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley read off a list of proposed 
sites where the early one-day absen- 
tee voting will be held in the county. 
Legislative Act 99-388 requires that 
a site be designated at each court- 
house and the largest municipality 
that does not have a courthouse, 

“In our case, it is Elba, Enterprise 
and New Brockton,” said Mobley. 

The list read off to the commis- 
sioners indicated where voters in 
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Niceville, FL, has 320 working days to complete the sewer rehab project in Elba. Workmen are 
pictured above at the intersection of Forest Avenue and Oak Street making preparations to 
install pumping equipment which will be used to remove ground water. This has to be done 
before the sewer pipe and manholes can be installed. According to Elba City Clerk Donnie 
Morrow, the contractor had allowed 5 weeks for the work to be completed in the Brookdale 
area. In other areas of the city, in-line TV cameras are being used to check the sewer dines.

Alabama State Troopers estimate 15 
could die during holiday weekend 


Alabama State Troopers will be 
out in force during the upcoming 
Fourth of July holiday period to 
help ensure safe travel on the state's 
roadways. They urge all motorists 
to drive with caution, obeying speed 
limits and using seat belts and 
securing children in child’ safety 
seals 

During the holiday travel period 
federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit, DUL and work zone 
enforcement will allow all available 
troopers to be on duty 

Public Safety estimates 15 people 
may be killed in traffic wreeks in 
Alabama during the 78-hour period 
that begins at 6 p.m, Friday, July 2, 
and ends at midnight Monday, July 
5 

In 1998, 12 people died as a result 
of waffie wrecks during the 78-hour 
July fourth holiday period, nine on 
rural roads and three in urban areas. 
At least five of the deaths were 


aleohol related, and only three of 


the wreck victims were using safely 
belts 

Troopers will concentrate patrols 
on heavily traveled vacation and 
beach routes, including interstates 
statewide, U.S, 231 and 331 south 
of Montgomery. In addition to rou- 
tine patrol activity, troopers will 
conduct driver license checkpoints 
and aerial speed enforcement. At 
checkpoints and when patrolling, 
troopers will be watchful for com- 
pliance with the state’s child 
restraint and safety belt laws 

Under Alabama’s child restraint 
law, a child safety seat is required 


for children through ag~ three in the 
front and back seats. C. ildren ages 
four and five must be » cured in a 
child safety seat or a regular safety 
belt. The state’s safety Delt law 
requires all front-seat occupants to 
buckle-up. 

In an effort to increase salety belt 
use and prevent traffic deaths and 
injuries caused by failure to buckle 
up, Alabama, this year, toug ned 
its safety belt requirement by a opt 
ing a primary safety belt lay The 
new primary law allows offi rs, 
beginning in December, to tt 
motorists for failure to buckle 99 
without first citing them for anoth> 
traffic offense. 

During the July Fourth period 
and throughout the summer trayel 
season, troopers also will take part 
in Summer Watch, a safety aware- 
ness campaign highlighting work 
zone safety, safety belt and child 
restraint use, road rage, DUI and 
other traffic safety-related initia 
tives. Summer Watch is being spon-

“For what will it profit a man if he gains the whole world, and loses 
his own soul?” (Mark 8:36) 


Many accidental deaths result from taking risks. That’s the conclusion 
of a organization in Canada that is seeking to decrease accidents between 
automobiles and trains. Roger Cyr, national director of Operation 
Lifesaver, puts most of the blame for fatalities on drivers who are risk-tak- 
ers, “Studies have shown that when people hear a train whistle their minds 
tell them to accelerate their speed,” says Cyr 

About 43 percent of the accidents occur at crossings equipped with 
flashing lights and bells or gates. Cyr also said that many drivers “even 
have the audacity to drive around or under the gates.’ They take the risk, 
thinking they can beat the train and somehow miss the collision — but with 
tragic consequences!

Thousands of people ignore the biblical warning that “it is appointed for 
men to die once, but after this the judgment” (Hebrews 9:27).

Summer Squash 
is popular and 
easy to grow 


Richard Petcher

Summer squash is one of the 
more popular, easiest to grow and 
most prolific vegetables grown in 
America, They grow well in your 
garden, flower beds, containers or 
almost anywhere you want them 
You plant three seeds in a bill every 
three feet and in about 45 days you 
usually are harvesting 
There are four groups of summer 
squash, These are the yellow 
straightneck, the yellow crookneck, 
scallop and zucchini - yellow is the 
most popular. There are many vari 
eties. Dixie is probably the most 
favored commercial one 

Summer squash like well-drained 
soils. Since they grow so fast you 
can fertilize them often. Begin at 
planting and then side dress when 
plants are & inches tall and again 
when they bloom, To extend your 
season fertilize your plants after 
you have picked fruit for a week 
Another real plus is to keep them 
sprayed with fungicides and insecti- 
cides. Thiodan and Seven work 
well for the pickleworms, squash 
vine bores and: squash bugs, Try to 
avoid spraying when the plants are 
in bloom, as you will need bees to 
pollinate your squash. 

Fungicides also greatly help to 
control diseases as the weather gets 
hotter. Squash also have a high 
Calcium requirement. Your soil 
should have a pH of 6 to 6.5. If 
blossom end rot occurs on your 
fruit you can spray with Calcium 
Nitrate or a blossom end rot mater- 
ial sold for use on tomatoes, 

Contrary to popular belief, sum- 
mer squash will grow throughout 
the heat of summer. It is not the heat 
that gets them, but the insects and 
diseases. As summer progresses so 
do the insects and diseases. Insects 
spread most viruses so controlling 
the insects will allow your squash 
to keep producing through out the 
summer. Most commercial growers 


squash 


_gaise their squash on, white plastic 


during the middle of summer. The 
white plastic reduces the heat, but it 
also repels the insects which not 
only eat on the plants, but spread 
diseases. Even with- a spray pro- 
gram, growing squash in the heat of 
summer is more of a challenge. 
Irrigating your squash will greatly 
enhance the quality and quantity of 
the fruit. 

Do not under estimate your 
squash, One acre of squash will eas- 
ily produce between 10 and I1 tons 
of fruit. That one acre would also 
take 150 hours to pick. How many 
squash plants do you need? One 
older farmer told me he picked 5, 
five gallon buckets of squash every 
other day. One or two buckets were 
to sell and the other three ended up 
going to the hogs. He said he had 
eaten so many squash that his Knees 
were squeaking when he walked. It 
is easy to over plant squash. 
Reports say, one healthy squash 
plant will feed one person. So, if 
you have five in your family you 
would only need five plants. 
Squash usually bear for two to three 
weeks, so plant every 14 to 21 days 
from March 10 until August 15 and 
you should have squash for the 
entire Season

Breakfast Foods

Breakfast is an important meal for 
both children and adults, It can sup 
ply between one fourth to one-half 
of the recommended daily 
allowance of vitamin and minerals 
It provides the energy we need to 
start our day right and sustain us 
throughout the day. Breakfasts 
should include several food groups 
including a dairy product. a protein, 
a bread or cereal and a fruit. 

But people should be smart shop- 
pers when it comes to breakfast 
foods. Read the labels to check out 
the sugar, sodium and fat levels of 
the products, 

Breakfast meats may be marked 
lean or lite. They may have fewer 
calories, but check out how many of 
those calories come from fat 
Currently, it’s recommended that 
you cat less than 30 percent of your 
calories as fat calories. 


Check out the labels on cereal as 
well. Try natural, whole-grain cere 
als and you'll avoid excess calories 
from sugar. Pour grams of sugar 
equals one teaspoon so a cereal that 
has 12 grams of sugar in a single 
serving contains the equivalent of 3 
teaspoons of sugar. You may be get 
ting even more sugar because many 
of us really eat more than one sery 
ing of cereal 

Exceptions to this rule are cereals 
with dried fruits and raisins. They 
may have up to 10 grams of sucrose 
and other sugars and still be accept 
able. That's because dried truit may 
add about 4 grams of natural sugars 
as Well as important vitamins, min 
erals and fiber. Healthy people need 
only about 500 milligrams of salt 
per day. While there is no 
Recommended Daily Allowance fot 
sodium, it’s recommended adults 
consume 2,400 milligrams or less a 
day. 
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Vegetable safety and how to 


prepare raw fruits

Whether they are eaten as 
snacks, side dishes or main entrees, 
fruits and vegetables are essential 
parts of a healthy, balanced diet. In 
addition, fruits and vegetable are 
often used as garnishes to decorate 
the plate, stimulate the appetite and 
tempt the finicky eater 

However, when fruits and veg 
etables are served raw, they don’t 
receive the safety benefits that 
cooking provides, Freshness and 
proper handling are essential, Since 
shorter storage time helps lessen 
the chances for spoilage, purchase 
fresh produce in realistic quanti 
ties. Before purchasing or using 
these foods, check for visual signs 
of spoilage, such as unusual odors 
or colors, or shriveled, moldy or 
bruised items. If they are stored in 
containers or plastic bags, make 
sure there is no excessive liquid. 

During storage and food prepara- 
tion, it’s important to avoid cross- 
contamination between meat and 
produce, When storing foods in the 
refrigerator, keep meats below the 
produce to avoid drippings that 
could contaminate the foods below. 

When handling produce, be sure 
that hand, gloves, cutting boards, 


countertops and utensils that have 
been in contact with raw meat or 
raw meat juices are thoroughly 
cleaned, If a food processor, 
blender or juicer is used to prepare 
the fruits or vegetables, make sure 
the machine and its attachments arc 
clean and sanitary 

Because contamination can 
occur during cleaning, fruits and 
vegetables should be thoroughly 
washed with running water, If 
standing water is Used, the 
microorganism that have been 
rinsed off one item can be trans- 
ferred to another, As a general rule, 
rinse just before preparing and 
serving. 

Once fruits and vegetables are 
cut, they should not sit out at room 
temperature for an extended time. 
Serve them immediately ‘or store 
them in an area that is 40 F or 
below.
